French Diplomats Di Displeased by the 
Swedish King’s Findings in the 
Samoan Controversy.

PARIS, Oct. 26.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Unofficial information _re- 
ceived in diplomatic circles here fully 
confirms the accuracy of the state- 
ment cabled from Washington of the 
judgment received from the King of 
Sweden, and has called forth various 
comments. It is natural that in the 
present frame of the French mind, just 
after the jubilant celebration tn Lon- 
don of the anniversary of Lord Nel- 
son's victory over Admiral Villeneuve 
at Trafalgar, a decision unfavor- 
able to England would be soothing 
syrup for Gallic sensibilities. From 
this point of view the Natfonalist and 
reactionary press, such as the Au- 
toriete. the Patrie and the Liberte, 
record the decision of King Oscar with 
unconcealed delight. 

This view, however, is not held in 
the highest diplomatic circles, where 
the principle involved by King Oscar's 
judgment, that a nation is not justified, 
in cases of absolute necessity, in dis- 
embarking a military force in an unciv- 
ilized country to protect the lives and 
property of its own citizens, would 
never be accepted as a precedent of in- 
ternational law by the French govern- 
ment. Indeed, the mere. enunciation 
of such a principle is highly unpalata- 
ble here and completely at variance 
with French traditions.

Last Session Held Yesterday—Chief 

Result of the International Gathering 

Was Exploitation of German Methods.

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble] Surprise and regret is felt by 
the delegates io the International 
Tuberculosis Congress, which has been 
in session here, that the United 
States did not have a larger representa- 
tion, and especially that some one was 
not present to give the result of 2x- 
periments carried on in America dur- 
ing the last year, with regard tw the 
communicability of animal tuberculosis 
to human beings. 

The only American who attended the 
convention was Dr. William Enger of 
the United States Marine Hospital 
Service, who is stationed at Naples.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
die.] The last ceremonies connected 
with the inauguration of the reign of 
King Edward VII occurred today, 
when the King, accompanied by Queen 
Alexandra, the Prince of Wales. and 
almost ail the members of the royal 
family, drove to the St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral and offered up thanks for the re- 
covery of his health, which had en- 
abled him to be crowned. 

The weather was rainy, and small 
crowds marked the royal progress 
through the metropolis. At Temple 
Bar, the Lord Mayor of London and 
the corporation met the King and es- 
corted him to the cathedral. In the 
nave of St. Paul's were gathered sev- 
eral thousand persons, including Pre- 
mier Balfour, leading members of the 
nobilities, almost all the members of 
the Cabinet, and the foreign Ambas- 
sadors to Great Britain, among whom 
was Mr. Choate. The Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company formed an imposing 
line; the members wore their busbies 
and carried fixed bayonets. Before 
the service was over several of the 
artillerymen had fainted as a result of 
long standing. 

The choir, the chapter and the Bishop 
of London, the Rt. Rev. Arthur In- 
gram, escorted the King and the Queen 
to the throne under the reredos. There 
was a full choral service of thanks- 

ving, followed by a sermon from the 

ishop of London, who laid special. 
stress upon the fact that this was the 
second time in His Majesty's life that 
he had entered St. Paul's to give 
thanks for his recovery from a dan- 
gerous illness. At the conclusion of 
the sermon, the Te Deum” was sung.

AMERICA’S TRADE 
WITH RUSSIAN EMPIRE. 


Extension. 


Its Present Conditions and Future 
Frospects Some Hindrances to Its 


[St. Peetersburg Correspondence New 
York Mail and Express.] Because 
America still exports mainly agricul- 
tural products and iron and steel, and 
Russia is preéminentily an agricultural 
country which has gone into the iron 
and steel business, the present volume 
of trade between these two great States 
is almost grotesquely small. America 
buys more from Turkey than it does 
from Russia. Its imports are larger 
from almost every one of the South 
American republics than from the en- 
tire. Muscovite empire, and even little 
Uruguay in some years renders a big- 
ger bill for goods than Russia does. 
From Brazil the United States buys 
from twenty to thirty times as much 
as from the country of the Czar. In 
1899 the exports of the latter to the 
United States were only $1,706,125, of 
which manganese and sweetroot, furs, 
flax and leathers accounted for $1,- 
600,000. 

Russia does a little better by the 
United States. In 1899 it imported from 
the republic $22,094,073 worth of goods, 
of which, however, cotton accounted 
for more than three-fourths. The big- 
gest other item was agricultural ma- 
chinery. of which about half a million 
dolla worth was taken. As a cus- 
tomer, Switzerland has done nearly as 
well, and Belgium fully twice as well. 

SALIENT POINTS. 

There are two salient things to be 
said about the future of American 
trade with Russia. Its chief opportuni- 
ties are confined to one line of 
and to one line of approach. The United 
States should do a much larger busi- 
ness in supplying Russia with agri- 
cultural machinery, and it should 
eventually distance all its competitors 
for the Siberian market. 

As has been said before, the con- 
suming element in the population of 
the empire is very small. It is so small 
that it has not been worth the while 
for the Russians to attempt to cater 
to it themselves. The upper classes buy 
their clothing, the furnishings of their 
houses and the comforts and fuxuries 
that enter into their daily lives from 
the foreigner—notably from Englana 
and Germany. In this small and select 
market the United States should have 
a continually enlarging share. Its 

ts and shoes, its roll-top desks and 
office fittings, its cutlery, its saddlery, 
its high-class furniture, its carpet 
Sweepers, itse lamps, its oil and coal 
Stoves, its planos and organs have be- 
gun to make their way here. One of 
the largest boot factories in St. Peters- 
burg is us‘ng American machinery. 

But the market for such American 
products is limited by the fact that 
the classes which can buy them are 
theselves limited, although slowly in- 
creasing in number. Furthermore, it is 
the expressed object of Russia to 
emancipate itself in its textile industry 
from its dependence on American cot- 
tons, the chief present item in its im- 
ports. Cotton is grown now in Central 
Asia, and under irrigation the capac- 
ity of this oriental district to cope with 
the- entire Russian demand should in- 


crease. 

It is hoped here that in fifty years 
Russia need not outside of its own 
dominions for its cotton fiber. It will 
always be necessary for it to buy its 
cotton seed from America. The native 
plant deteriorates at the end of about 
three years and the fields need to be re- 
plenished with American seed. 


A RICH FIELD. 


The possible American trade in agri- 
cultural machinery, however, is lim- 


ited only by the degree of enterprise 
of the American manufacturer and 
merchant. It ought to be many times 
larger than it is. There is need of 
reapers and binders, thrashing ma- 
chines, plows, harrows and the simpler 
farming machinery, everywhere. Ac- 
cording to. Enoch Emery, European 
Russia will buy $100,000,000 worth of 
agricultural machinery from the United 
States if the field is properly and per- 
sistently worked. Mr. Emery's right 
to make the statement is based on 
twenty-five years of experience in the 
Siberian trade, during which he has 
imported from America more than 
sixty shiploads of agricultural! imple- 
ments; a Russian Minister calculates 
that his labor-saving importations have 
increased the productive force of the 
ee region by the equivalent of 20,000 
en. 

Every circumstance favors the ef- 
| forts of the American makers of ak. 
ing and harvest impiements. The 
Russian is favorably disposed toward 
the American. He likes him personally 
and as a nation and greets him more 
cordially than he does almost any one 
else. The traditional .amity between 
these two dissimilar States finds a 
pleasant and noticeable reflection in 
the welcome of the individual Russian. 
American harvest machinery has a 
very good reputation here, and in com- 
petition with English and German ma- 
chines it at least holds its own, save 
perhaps in the case of the thrashers, 
which are said to be too light for the 
imperfect Russian roads. 

The government has made a special 
exemption in favor of farming imple- 
ments in its tariff war with the United 
States. They still come in free. De- 
veloped by the necessities of the fight 
to overcome a continent of virgin soil, 
the agricultural machinery of America 
has more points of immediate adapta- 
bility to Russian conditions than that 
of any other country. It has special 
points of advantage in Poland, where 
there are large estates and where there 
is a present feeling of bitterness 
against the Americans chief com- 
petitor—the German. At Warsaw I 
was told that the informal boycott de- 
clared against German products be- 
cause of the action of the German gov- 
ernment in the Wreschen affair last 
winter, was unflagging. Polish mer- 
chants still show German commercial 
travelers the door and leok elsewhere 
for their goods. One American con- 
cern sold 1100 agricultural machines 
in the Warsaw district last year.

In the first 
six months of 1891 the books show 
about $11,700,000 in direct imports) from 
the United States, but not even the 
Finance Department could state their 
real volume. American trade with 
European Russia is thus handicapped 
by distances and largely handied by 
intermediaries, whose particular inter- 
est is not to increase it. 

American trade with Asiatic Russia 
is done direct, and is favored by the 
comparative proximity of the Pacific 
Coast to Siberia. The development of 
this great region, with its uncommonly 
rich mineral stores, and its vast tracts 
of fertile virgin land will, it is de- 
lieved, be jointly condugted by Russian 
labor and American capital and organ- 
izing genius. As it develops, its value 
as an American market, should increase 
in proportion. American mining and 
harvest machinery, the product of 
mountain and plain conditions in the 
Far West, are just what is needed in 
the mineral and grain regions of Si- 


There are towns in the Amur dis- 
trict, according to Mr. Emery, in which 
there is as much modern American 
harvest machinery as there is in towns 
of equal size in the Dakotas or Mon- 
tana. Asiatic Russia is vast and 
sparsely populated, and is filling up 
by emigration from European Russia 
only at the rate of 300,000 a year. Its 
present trade is small, but it is the 
chosen field for just those sorts of 
products and that sort of men that have 
been evolved by the United States. 

FEW AMERICANS IN RUSSIA. 

There is a point—or was a point, 
prior to the tariff war—in speaking 
of the “American invasion’ of Russia, 
if the entrance of American goods alone 
ts considered. But if the presence of 
American business men is considered, 
the phrase is one of grave irony. There 
are next to no Americans in all Euro- 

n Russia. In Moscow, the commer- 
Mal capital of the empire, their num- 
ber may be reckoned on the fingers of 
one hand, and out of the five one is 
the Consul, Dresden has an American 
colony perhaps six times the size of 
the entire American colony in Russia. 
— latter is supposed to number 


ut 

80 little practical intercourse has 
there been between the two powers 
that there is no guide book of Russia 
printed in English. Baedeker's Russia 
is in German, and Murray’s hand book 
in English is out of print. In Mos- 
cow and St. Petersburg the tourist has 
to rely upon French guide books or 
the service of two or three guides in 
each city who understand English. In 
the smaller cities even his French and 
German are of little use to him. and 
he is reduced to the necessity of em- 
loying the sign language and picture 
anguage of Poor Lo. 

The American has not followed up his 
goods with himself. Until he does, he 
may not expect to cope with the peo- 
ples who do. As already observed, the 
business of the empire is in the hands 
of Germans. They are “as thick as 
fleas,“ as one merchant put it. In St. 
Petersburg they number thousands. 
Through their activity. the share of 
Germany in the imports of Russia has 
risen in the decade from a little over 
a quarter to a little over a third, while 
England's sh has slightly decreaged. 
The “American invasion” is largely in 
German hands. It is conducted by 
what may be called an army of mer- 
cenaries as a side issue to an invasion 
of their own, which naturally interests 
them more. Indeed, the American busi- 
ness men complain that the Germans 
trade on the high reputation of the 
American goods they handle; that the 
Hamburg merchant, together with the 
consignment of guaranteed products 
from the United States, sends into Rus- 
sia a mass of inferior goods, manufac- 
tured along the same lines, but unequal 
in quality and cheaper in price. 


BUSINESS ON LONG CREDITS. 


As the Consul-General has said, the |. 


American Northwest is full of young 
men able to speak both German and 
Russian. Some of them are needed 
here. But the absence of American 
representatives is only one item in the 
dificuities of American trade with 
Russia. Another is the familiar and 
ever-sore question of credits. The 
Russian does business on long credits— 
six months as a minimum often—and 
the German gives them to him. The 
American demands cash ahead of deliv- 
ery, or at the most at the end of sixty 
days, and if he offers a discount for 
prior payment it is only 2 to 3 per 
cent. In Russia many banks give 8 
per cent. discounts, and private busi- 
nesses often get 12. 

I was told of instances where a legiti- 
mate business was conducted with 40 
per cent. discounts—pawnbrokers’ rates 
in America. One merchant said he 
was often paid in coupons, and not the 
next issue of coupons falling due, or 
the next but one, but coupons that did 
not mature for perhaps a year and a 
half; all the previous series had already 
been clipped off to meet prior obliga- 
tions. Where a system of this sort 
obtains the demand for spot cash 
strikes the Russian business man as an 
instance of misplaced humor. 

SLOWNESS OF DELIVERY. 

There is still another complaint 
against American methods. An En- 
glishman who has represented several 
American concerns said to me: “Your 
people have made a reputation here 
by the quality of their goods, and now 
they are spoiling it by the slowness 
of their deliveries. I obtained the only 
large order, as I believe, that has been 
given here for a year and a half. The 
American concerns to whom the order 
was given paid no attention to it. 
There is only one word to use about 
the recent conduct of American manu- 
facturers. They have simply spat 
upon the Russian market.” | 

Some American manufacturers have 
shown a disposition to meet the pecu- 
liar demands of the local market. One 
firm doing business in Poland has had 
a light plow made that scratches up 
the soil only a few inches, and a har- 
row, adjusted to the ridgy appearance 
of the land. But the largest American 
merchant in the empire could not in- 
duce the firm that supplies him with 
plows to make the slight modification 
in the gear necessary to conform it 
to the Russian notions of hitching a 
horse. He is having a special piece 
made for him in Germany, and at- 
tached to the American plows. 

What a German farming machine 
company did to secure Russian trade 
may be cited here as an eloquent illus. 
tration of the way to win trade. Its 
manager said to one of his agents: “I 
want you to make a trip over Western 
Russia and see what sort of tools the 
peasants use. No matter how crude

erything they use on the farm and 
bring it to me.”

he had been using. Of course, the con- 
signment found an instant sale. 

DISPUTE OVER BOUNTIES. 

The last obstacle to any large ex- 
tension of American trade that need be 
noted here is temporary, presumably, 
but in some lines it has had a paralyz- 
ing effect. It is the tariff war which 
followed the action of Secretary Gage 
in interpreting as a bounty the rebate 
of excise duties which the Russian 
government grants to sugar that is 
exported, and imposing a countervail- 
ing duty upon it. The Supreme Court 
has decided that this febate constitutes 
a bounty in the sense contemplated by 
the Dingley tariff, and the chief su- 
gar-producing powers of the world 
reached the same conclusion, and de- 
cided eventually on the same retalia- 


But the effect of the controversy, in- 
evitable as it was, has thus far been 
very one-sided. 

Russia had been sending only about 
$150,000 worth of sugar to the Ameri- 
can market, and the almost —— 
duty which M. de Witte clapped upon 
American imports has reduced their 
volume perhaps $15,000,000 since the 
tariff war has been going on. It has in- 
terrupted the boot and shoe business, 
and half paralyzed the business in small 
steel tools. 

Meanwhile the German has been tak- 
ing advantage of the situation, and the 
Englishman has been special 
efforts to profit by it, also. The prese 
efforts to create a better understand- 
ing between the two rival Asiatic pow- 
ers; the visits of Russian farmers to 
England: the efforts to improve the 
quality of Russian. meat by the im- 
portation of English cattle, with a view 
to giving it a larger ndon market: 
the projected establishment of special 
lines of steamers to bring Russian 
butter—the best butter in the world, 
to my thinking—direct to England, all 
come at a time when American trade 
is limping under the clog of a retalia- 
tory tariff. 

How this tariff works in practice is 
illustrated by the experience of an 
American official who crossed the fron- 
tier some months ago. He had with 
him a bicycle of one of the best Amer- 
ican makes, but five years old. That 
machine will cost you $12," said the 
customs collector. 

“Twelve dollars for an American 
wheel, five years old,” exclaimed the 
8 “Why, it isn’t worth more than 
that.” 

“Oh, did vou say it was an American 
wheel.“ said the collector. “Thank you. 
Then it will cost you $18.” 

The special and temporary conditions 
affecting American trade are all more 
or less unfavorable—due in each case 
to what Americans have done or have 
failed to do. But the general condi- 
tions are all favorable. The Russians 
are the neighbor power of America in 
the East; they like America; they value 
highly American wares and they need 
exactly the goods which America, by 
its own economic history, has become 
peculiarly fitted to make.

“They cannot get rid of the tities, 
however, as they are purely personal 
ones, and not marketable commodities, 
like so many in Italy and Portugal, 
and by the police regulations no em- 
ployé can be engaged without showing 
his ‘papers,’ in which his rank, age 
and occupation are stated. Needless 
to say, few people are willing to en- 
tage «a workman of legally far higher 
rank than themselves, and an in- 
stunde of this hardship came to my 
personal knowledge recently. The 
newly-married French wife of a 
wealthy Russian noble was about to en- 
gage a Russian maid at . Peters- 
burg. when, on seeing ‘the papers,’ she 
discovered that the girl was a princess 
and a member of a well-known but 


ruined family. 
“The girl had been vainly seeking 
but the lady 


employment for months, 
declined to engage her. 
“On reaching her country seat, how- 


ever. the lady discovered, to her 
amazement, that the housekeeper was 
a countess, the henwife a princess 


while the farm balliff, blacksmith and 
coachman were possessed of titles 
equally imposing. As thelr homes were 
situated in the vicinity of my friend’s 
estate, thelr real social position as 
little farmers and peasants was well 
known. Had they sought employment 
elsewhere, they would, in all prebabil- 
ity, like the Princess Zulukidse, have 
quickly sunk to the lowest grade of go- 
clety.”

Another of the eviis of Los Angeles, 
and one that has been remarked upon 
in these columns again and yet again 
is the ragged and unkempt c ition 
of the vacant lots, that are a contin- 
nous eyesore in all parts of the city.

ing for the temperate agitation of these 
vital questions which are facing the 
advent of the twentieth century. It is

LABOR IN NICARAGUA. 

New Laws to Control the Laborer. 

A new labor law has recently gone 
Into effect in Nicaragua. Its purpose 
ls to do away with the pernicious 
habit formerly in vogue of advancing 
wages to laborers on a contract, which 
Made the laborer a slave until he set- 
tied his account, and to eran idle- 
ness. The law. in brief is: 

First—A laborer is defined as any 
person, male or female, over 16 years 
of age not having, a capital of 500 pe- 
—— 3100 Unit States cur- 


cy. 

Second—All laborers must have an 
employer. Any one found unemployed 
will be imprisoned for twenty days and 
made to, labor on public works while 
awaiting an employer. Every employer 
of labor must purchase a smal! book- 
let, in which are.to be registered the 
name, age, description, genera! char- 
acteristics of the person, and condi- 
tions of the contract. The employer 
gives his employé a receipt for the 
book, which the latter can produce as 
proof of his good standing whenever 
arrested by the police on suspicion of 
being idle. When a laborer has fin- 
ished his contract with one employer 
and desires to go to another, he must 
take his “book of labor“ and present 


it to his next employer, and take a 


receipt, the change being registered by 
the judge of agriculture. 

Third—If a laborer desires money in 
advance, his employer can give it to 
him only as a loan without interest. 
to be paid by retaining one-half of 
the salary or wages until the debt is 
canceled. A laborer leaving his em- 
ployer without satisfactory settlement 
of his debt will be imprisoned, fined, 
and obliged to return and work it out. 


URALITE. 

A Russian Invention. 

UWralite, the new fireproof 
material, is composed of asbestos fiber, 
with silicate and bicarbonate of soda 
and a small amount of chalk. It is 
supplied in various finishes and colors. 
according to its ultimate purpose. In 
a soft form the sheets are like as- 
bestos, but harder; they resemble 
finely sawed stone, and have a metal- 
lic ring. It is a non-conductor of heat 
and electricity, is practically water- 
proof, and is not affected by atmos- 
pheric influences, nor by the acids con- 
tained in smoke in large towns, which 
rapidly destroy galvanized iron; it can 
be cut by the usual carpenters’ tools: 
it can be painted, grained, polished 
and glued together like wood: 
it can be veneered to form paneling for 
wells; it does not split when a nai! is 
driven: through it; it is not affected 
when exposed to moisture or great 
changes of temperature, and it can be 
given any desired color. It is the in- 
vention of a Russian artillery officer 
and chemist, named Imschenetsky. |

According to Medical Man, Overwork- 
ing and Underfeeding is Ruining the 
British Physique. 7 


{London Chronicle:] The of our 
physical decline is one which from 
time to time crops up on the surface 
of both scientific and social affairs. 
The influence of city life and of se- 
Gentary occupations was discussed 
years ago by Dr. Milner Fothergill and 
by Mr. James Cantile. Their views 
were to the effect that a slow but 
sure process of deciine in paysique 
awalts the elty-bred unit, and that his 
chances of survival practically depend 
upon the constant Infusion of new blood 
which comes into town from rural dis- 
tricts. It was Mr. Cantlie, I fancy, 


who asserted that it was rare to find 
a third generation of the thoroughbred 
Cockney. The latest deliverance on this 
highly important topic comes from Bir 
James Crichton Browne, M. D. - 
ing a8 president of the medical section 
of the international congress for the 
welfare and protection of children, Sir 
James gave some interesting figures 
relative to the decadence exhibited in 
certain classes of young operatives. 
His atatistics were culled from Dundee 
There it is found that boys from 11 
to 12 years old who work in the jute 
mills, and who should measure four 
feet five and a half inches, according 
to the standard, attain an a- 
erage height of four feet and 
two inches only. They should 
weigh seventy-two pounds, but 
of this weight they are ten pounds 
short. The girls are also one and a half 
inches less than the normal, and fall 
five pounds below the standard weight.

Counteracting tendencies to the 
progress of decay in our physique are, 
however, to be noted in the spread of 
athieticiam among our youth. Cricket, 
football and the Uke must surely pro- 
duce a certain appreciable effect in 
buliding up sound bodies, only in order 
that the bodies may benefit therefrom 
we first of all demand that the frame 
must be properly nourished to start 
with. At least Sir J. Crichton Browne 
has done a public service in directing 
attention to what is nothing short of 
a grave national question.

Morrison and Wife on 
the Congress frail, 


Pima County Must Pay Rail- 
road Bonds— Water Sub- 
scribed For. 


(SPECI\L CORRESTONDEXNCE OF THE 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Oct. 25.—The po- 
litical situation is one of the best of 
promise, from a Republican view- 
point. Candidate Morrison is touring 
the southern part of the Territory, and 
is being gloriously received. Repub- 
lican estimates of his plurality for the 
Place of Delegate to Congress vary 
from 600 to 1000. The amount of land- 
siide anticipated can better be under- 
stood when it is explained that Mark 
Smith, lags: election's Democratic can- 
didate for the same office, carried the 
Territory by more than 1000. Of the 
northern tier of counties, only one, 
Mohave, is considered doubtful by the 
Republican managers. Yavapai county 
is counted for Morrison by 400 major- 
ity, and Maricopa and Pima counties 
by 200 each. Pinal, county, hitherto 
Democratic, will cast- 80 per cent. of 
her votes for Morrison, as her citizens 
believe they have a grievance against 
the Democratic candidate, Wilson, be- 
cause of utterances on the water ques- 
tion—for Pinal lives on her hopes of 
water storage. 

Mr. Morrison is making no mistakes 
and is doing no explaining. He is 
whooping up his canvass in a manner 
that brings joy to his supporters and 
ennui to the other camp. In his cam- 
paign he is receiving the most active 
and most effective assistance from Mrs. 
Morrison. She has taken hold in a 
way that makes votes for her hus- 
band. One of her ideas is a souvenir 
card. to which is attached a small 
metal rake or shovel, the inscription 


— 


telling that the recipient is expected 
to do his best in raking in, or shovel. 
ing, votes for Robert E. Morrison. 
Mrs. Morrison will well deserve her 
season or two in Washington. 

The Democrats of Arizona are floun- 
dering about, fishing for an issue. 
There seems to be no issue for them 
‘to raise. Most pitifully inadequate is 
their latest cry. that Statehood will be 
defeated in the event of Republican 
success. Republican orators deem 
the assertion most too foolish to an- 
swer, for it is patent that Statehood 
will never pass the Republican Sen- 
ate if the Republican majority show 
hostility. The Phoenix Republican has 
been making inquiries on the subject 
of a number of the most distinguished 
of the Senators. Senators Platt and 
Burton concur in thelr answer that 
“nothing would help Statehood 80 
much as for Arizona to elect a Re- 
publican Delegate at this time.” 

WATER-STORAGE HELP. | 

Already signatures have been secured 
for about 70,000° shares of the new 
water users’ association, which is to 
undertake repayment to the govern- 
ment of the cost of the Tonto Basin 
reservoir and dam. Each share repre- 
sents the possession of one acre of 
irrigable land, and as well a promise 
to pay $12.50 to the government for 
each acre benefited by’ water storage. 
This plan, proposed by Judge Kibbey, 
is meeting with the most notable suc- 
cess. Indeed, it appears to be the first 
time in the history of the Salt River 
Valley when all the water users have 
been united on any proposition. Among 
the subecribers is included the City 
Council of Phoenix, which has entered 
the city township for participation in 
the benefits of the plan, including 1760 
acres. The subscriptions thus far are 
wholly among local residents, and 
mainly in the better-watered parts of 
the valley. The larger holdings are 
mainly in the upper and dryer sec- 
tions, and their owners are yet to be 
heard from. 

ARIZONA BREVITIES. 

Leavitt's street show is to come to 
Arizona on the occasion of a street 
fair. to be opened in Phoenix by the 
local lodge of Eagles, November 24. 
for a week. Paul Kruger has been se- 
lected as director-general, and head- 
quarters for the enterprise have been 
opened. 

Work is progressing steadily on the 
arading of the Phoenix and Eastern 
road from the Phoenix end. About 
five hundred men will be needed, and 
the local labor market is inadequate. 
Several hundred Indians have been re- 
turned lately from Nevada, where they 
were employed or railroad work. They 
proved inefficient, and it is not likely 
they will be employed here. 

it is reported that the Postal Tele- 
graph-Cable Company has secured the 
telegraph business for the Phoenix and 
Eastern toad. It has the ten lines at 
either end of the new road, covering 
the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoe- 
nix and the El Paso and Southwestern 
railways. 

Three fine, new oil-burning locomo- 
tive are to be added to the equipment 


of the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix 


Railway, and the old engines are to be 
altered to burn oil. The new locomo- 
tives are designed especially for fast 
passenger service. Much of the hill 
climbing on the line has been done 
away with, through the elimination of 
the old Limestone Cafion section. 

The open season for small game has 
opened in Arizona. Sportsmen uni- 
formly report heavy bags in the shoot - 
ing around Phoenix, though ‘ducks 
‘have not appeared in considerable 
number. 

The Phoenix Country Club has re- 
organized for the winter season and 
has thrown open — 8 north 
of the Territorial capitol. 

A new pamphiet has been issued by 
the Phoenix Board of Trade, partic- 
ularly descriptive of the climatic ad- 
vantages of the section. 

Arizona has six pensioners under the 
terms of an act providing for deaf, 
dumt. or blind children. Five are at 
the Celifornia State Asylum at Berke- 
ley, at an annual expense of $300 each, 
and the sixth in Utah. 

The new Board of Regents of the 
Territorial University at Tucson has 
organized by the election of Prof. F. 
S. Smith as chancellor: J. A. Zabriskie. 
secretary. and J. M. Ormsby. treasurer. 

Organization of the new Live Stock 
Sanitary Commission of Arizona has 
been completed by the election of W. 
8. Sturges of Pima county as chair- 
man. The other members of the board 
are C. T. Hirst of Maricopa county 
and J. J. Riges of Cochise courty. 
Shelby M. Cullom, formerly deputy 
collector of internal revnue for Ar- 
zona, has been appointed clerk of the 
Supreme Court. to succeed James 8. 
Cox. resigned. Mr. Cullom is a nephew 
of Serator Cullom of Int ois.

NEWS FROM TUCSON. 

PIMA BOND CASE SETTLED. 

TUCSON (Ariz.) Oct. 25.—The fa- 
mous Pima county railway bond case 
has been definitely settled by the re- 
fusal of the Supreme Court of the 
United States to grant a rehearing on 
the application of the legal repre- 
Sentatives of the county. So, on the 
“pplication of the bondholders, the 
Territorial Loan Commission will de- 
liver to them, and charge to Pima 
county. Territorial 5 per cent. bonds to 
the amount of about $300,000. The origi- 
nal issue in 1883 was $150,000 bearing in- 
terest at 7 per cent. This fastens, 
practically in perpetuity, on Pima 
county an interest payment of $15,000 
a year. The Tucson and Narrow- 
gauge Railway. for which the sub- 
sidy was originally issued, is now not 


even the proverbial “two streaks of 
rust and a right of way.” Even the 
rust is gone. was never 


operated, and no benefit through it has 
ever come to Tucson or Pima county. 
VOTERS FROM MEXICO. 

A curtous political state of affairs 
is reported from Cochise county, where, 
on election day, is expected an influx 
of fully 1000 Americans from Sonora, 
all claiming the right to vote. Tne 
men are mainly miners around 
Cananea. Most of them at some time 
in their history have been residents of 
Cochise county and voters therein. Re- 


year. and it is probable that all of 
them have their names on the Great 
Register of the county, but the ques- 
tion has arisen whether their employ- 
ment in Mexico, while not affecting 
their citizenship, does not destroy thelr 
actual residence in Arizona, and their 
privilege of voting. Trouble is antici- 
pated over the question. 
COUNTY SEAT REMOVAL. 

The county seat removal trouble in 
Graham county appears to have been 
settled for the time being by the re- 
kusal of Judge Doan to issue a man- 
damus on the Board of Supervisers 
calling: for a county-seat election, on 
the ground that the petition in favor 
of Safford represented less than one- 
third of the taxable property of the 
county. as the law requires. The citi- 
zens of Solomonville, the present 
county seat, were much elated over 
the decision, and provided a grand 
barbecue dinner in celebration. Pco- 
ple of Nogales are also anchoring 
themselves against a ble removul 
lef the county seat by the erection of 
a new Courthouse. The contract for 
its construction was let a few days 
ago. It will cost. $28,000. 

ARIZONA BREVITIES. 

Charles Hood, formerly deputy Col- 
lector of Customs at Yuma, is under 
arrest, charged with rendering false 
vouchers. One of the main charges is 
that he charged transportation for a 
number of journeys that he made while 
traveling on a fes. Hood appears 
to have been rather a 
of Uncle Sams official family. 
looked frequently upon the flowing 
bowl, and at one time is said to have 
been reckless in the use of a revolver 
at an especially unfavorable time. 
while a Southern Pacific train was 
stopping at Yume. 

At Solomonville last Thursday. Judge 
Doan set November 21 as the date for 
the execution of Augustin Chacon, the 
noted desperado, who was captured 
lately near Naco by Capt. Burton C. 
Mossman and Billy Stiles. Chacon had 
been sentenced to death once before, 
about three years ago, but escaped, and 
in the interim led the life of a bandit 
in Northern Sonora, until ambushed 
near the line. 

Last Saturday the boty of an un- 
known man was found in the hills fif- 
teen miles north of Clifton. A Cor- 
oner’s fury could develop no informa- 
tion whatever concerning its identity. 
The case is plainly one of murder, a 
broken rib showing where a pistol ball 
had passed through the body near the 
heart. The corpse was of a man 
probably 40 years of age. It was buried 
under a pile of brush, on which rocks 
had been thrown. There is a local idea 
that the body is thet of a notoriously- 
ugly Mexican citizen, whose death 
would have been a benefit to any com- 
munity. 

At Morenci last Monday Dr. E. G. 
Carleton, surgeon for the Detroit Cop- 
per Company, committed suicide by 
shooting himself through the head. He 
was a man of brilliant attainments 
and very popular with his associates.

d is despondency, due to overwork. 

At Douglas, a few days ago, Georgie 
Williams, a waltress, committed sul- 
cide by the morphine route. 

Col. Robert C. Wood, one of the ear- 
liest pioneers of the Southwest and of 
California, died in Tucson last Satur- 
day. He was a daring soldier of the 
Confederacy, commanding an inde- 
pendent battalion in Price's army. 

About a month ago died John Jund. 
one of the -known residents of 
Nogales, Mex., where for years he had 
maintained a curious little drinking 
saloon. The adobe hut was a verita- 
ble storehouse of curiosities, and was 
a show place to nearly all visitors to 
the line city. After his death it was 
found that no one possessed the com- 
bination to a little old-fashioned safe 
back of the bar. An expert was sent 
from Tucson. He opened the box with. 
out much trouble. and in it found $13,- 
000 in gold, and $19,000 in Mexican sil- 
ver, which probably represented Jund's 
net earnings during his twenty years 
of residence on the border. 

About a year ago considerable ex- 
citement was manifested in Yuma over 
seepages of oll found on the mud flats 
along the Colorado River. Some there 
were who contended that the oil was 
of vegetable origin, but the average 
citizen of Yuma firmly believed that 
his town lay over a petroleum lake. It 
is now reported that a California com- 
pany is to test the locality and that 
boring machinery has been shipped al- 
ready for sinking a well near Ogilsby 
station. on the California side of the 
Colorado. 

O. G. Saulters, a grocery clerk in 
Tombstone, has received word of the 
death of his uncle, R. R. Saulters of 
Pueblo, Colo., and a bequest to him of 
$500,000. Several years ago Saulters 
took care of his uncle when the latter 
was sick, but appears to have had little 
idea that to him would come the 
greater part of the uncle's estate. The 
estate consists of $50,000 cash in bank, 
and the balance in cattle and producing 
mining property. 

‘The Territorial shooting tournament 
of the Arizona Sportsmen's Association 
is now in progress at Bisbee. Shotgun 
experts are present from all parts of 
Arizona, and are the guests of the 
city. A notable feature of the enter- 
tainment will be a banquet at the 
Conper Queen Hotel. at which nothing 
will be served in the way of meats 
save wild game.

AVALGN, Oct. 25.—D. Wilson has 
just presented the aquarium with an- 
other specimen of the moss crab, one 
of the most curious objects to be seen 
in that interesting exhibit.

SONE DECISIONS MADE BY THE 
COURTS.

The rule that a drawee is presumed to 
know his drawer's signature, and hence 
cannot recover back money paid 
through a mistake of fact upon a bill 
to which the drawer’s signature was 
forged, is held, in Woods 4 Malone vs.
